Time was when the newspaper whose
roll!n_ms were filled with humorous
articles were In great demand. Peck’s
Sun of Milwaukee was a popular fa-
vorite. Bill Nye#'s Boomerang, pub-

: l!lhhi at .]jruug}e. was at one time

the most populur paper in the United
States. The Texas Biftings was an-
other paper that met popular favor
But all of these publications have long
since passed out of existence. Not be-
cause humorous papers
preciated, but bectuse all the humeor-
ists have gone to that undiscovered
country, with the single exception of
the editor of the Astoria Budget,

In the first original editorial that has
appeared in that publication for near-
Iy a year, the editor and chief was
groomed and after undoing a sniyel
service examination, had the audacity
to write an editorial with a pencil In-
stend of the shears and paste pot s0
much in vogue in that office. Atten-
tion is called to an editorial in last
Friday's edition, wherein the only ex-
ponent of democracy In Clatsop coun-
ty, clalmed the credit for the defeat
of the Tuttle charter bill, and in a
suave and immodest manner, not as-

are not ap-

. simileted In any way with egetism,

publicly announeed, in an original edi-
torial, “that the Budget had always|
been right on the charter amendment.”

The editorial in question was shown
to. & number of democratic politiclans
who watch ths trend of eveunls, and
they were surprised and amazed at
the audacity of the official organ of the
democratic party. He stated that he
had read the Budget for years, and
had never known or heard of Ity ever
expressing an opinion on any suhject
for fear that [t might lose a subscrib-
er,

It is currently reported that as soon
as Tons Smith sufficiently recovers
from his victory in Salem that he will
offer a standing reward of $1000 for a
copy of the Astorla Budget in whica
an original edtorial has ever been
published in which the Budg-t took a
decided stand on any political subject.
In this particular instance mentioned.
the Budget is like a sheep's tail-—-al
ways behind. It never chirped dur-
ing the entire sesslon of the leglsla-
ture for or against the Tuttle charter
bill or any other subject. A newepa-
peér of limited circulation cannot afford
to take any chances of losing a suab-
scriber, and i it were to declare ftself,
such an sccident might possibly hap-
pen,

The editorial published Friday in
which the Budget claimed the credit of
defeating the Tuttle charter bil' und
in which 1t announced that It has al-
ways been right on every subfect of
local Importance, was regarded as a
humorous joke, and many people who
read it looked to see if It had not Leen
credited to Bill Nye, but it wasn't. Tt
was actually written in the offize of
the officlal organ” of the unterrified
democracy of Clatsop county. Coming
oyl as it did after the charter bill had
been defeated it had a great Influence
in moulding legislation during the clos-
ing hours of the legisiature. Being
the first onlnion ever expresgad by thit
journal, many of the residents of As-
toria have cut it out and will huve it
framed.

RAISING REVENUER.

Raising revenues for the support of
the city government has gone lo the
extent, that the common council Is
compelled to license the most pernic-
tous forma of vice In order to ralse the
pecessary funds to maintalp a large
police force and provide soft jobs for
some of the faiihful who have assisted
In carrying city ¢lections fn the Inter-
ests of the democratic party. It has

also been npecessary In order o raise
the salaries of the democratie péts who
are halding vffice In the city by virtue
of the assistance of the republican:
who are republicans for personai an’
private gain. That ls the dominating
influence of the Jemocratic ring has
produced a small revenue for them,
sufficlent (0 Induce them to forsake
party principle for private gain.

That a large majority of the people
of Astoria are consclentiously opposed
to rulsing revenues by these methods
adinits df 5o doudbl. Yet they excuse
it on the grounds that If it iz not done,
taxes will be higher and they will be
compelied to contribute and make up
for the loss that will be sustained If

gambling and © kindred vices were
closed down.
In nearly every city in the state

where these practices have been In
vogue and where revenues have been
derived, public sentiment has changed
amd they have been entirely eliminated
The city government goes on just the
same: other means have been adopted
for raising revenues; there are just
as many improvements made anl the
city or town {8 Just as prosporous.
There Is a noticeable change in the
soclal atmosphere of the community
and in every clity where the Innovation
has been made It has proven both suc-
cessful and gratifying. It removes
temptation from the rising generation
i# beneficlal to soclety, to good morals
and there 18 more money In circulation
Of course public oplnion has to be
moulded up to the benefits of making
sweeping changes, eapeclally In a com-
munity where everything has been
wide open for years; waere vice and
official corruption go hand in hand;
where politica is controlled by an ele.
ment that ought to be disfranchised or
denled the right of sufferuge for con-
stant violations of the law, but who
have the controlling Influence in all
municipal elections, afded and abeted
by police Influence and politicians who
never enforce the laws and onlinances
which they are sworn to enforce, Their
oath of office is of secondary conaid
eratbon, and they are pledged to pr
tect offenders in order to insure thele
election to office,
The time will come in Astoria when
there will be a change In public senti-
ment. When ways and means can be
devised for ralsing the necessary reve-
nues for the support and maintainencs
of the city government without a sys-
tem of license for vice and crime, There
ought to be other ways of ralsing reve-
nues than from the sources now In
vogue in Astoria. This city Is one of
the very few on this coast that has the
reputation of being a wide open town
This reputation Is an Inducement for
the idle and viclous to come here and
locate where they will be protected
by a democratic police commission and
a democratic pollce force, but it Is not
an Inducement for the [ntelligent peo-
ple of the east to come to Astorla and
jocate. It drives capltal and intend-
ing investors away. No man Is com-
Ing to Astoria to ralse a famlly where
such conditions exist. As a matter of
fact many of the prominent citizens
of Astoria bave moved away and taken
thelr familles with them, on account
of the city being under the control of
the immoral element. Astoria has the
reputation of being a wide open town,
and it also has the reputation of being
gn underisable place to raise chil-
dren In,
Hundreds of eastern people have
come to Astorla Juring the past year
Jooking for a place to locate, Nine out
of ten of them inquire first about the
school facilities; second, about the
churches, and Invariably ns to thd
moral conditions as belng a nroper
place to ralse and educate children.
Hundreds of letters have been re-
celved asking the same information
When the actual facta are known (o
these Intending Investors and settiers
they never come to Astoria. They have
been accustomed to live in eommuni
tles where vice and crime are not ihe
dominating influence of city life. These
are facts and are well known to every
member of the chamber of commerce
and to many of the prominent business
men. As long as this condition of af-
taire exists Astoria will never recelve
any accessions to ita population. It
must either be a fit habitation for the
refined and progressive or the Immural
and viclous. It cannot combine (he
two.

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PRORIBIT GAMBLING

Privilege of Conducting Gambling
Must Stop.

NOMORE SPECIAL PRIVILEGES

Fines Cannot Be Collected Once a
Month With the Understanding
That Gamblers Shall Be Per-
mitted to Carry on Games.

House blll No. 208, Introduced by
Representative Gray, hus passed both
houses of the legislature and will be-
come a law in 90 days. It prohibits
any officer from collecting fines or ball
money, the sameé as has been carried
on In Astorla, and makes the office
guilty of n misdeameanor, The law
must be enforced and will put a stop
tp gambling. The bill Is as follows:
For an uct to prohibit granting au-
thority or privilege to comduct or earry
on gambling,

Be it enacted by the people of the stute
of Oregon:

Section 1. Every state, county, city,
or town officer or other person, who
shall nsk for, recelve or collect, In
money or other viluable conslderstion,
either for his own use or the public
use, for and with the understanding
that he will ald, exemptl, or otherwise
usslst, any person from' arrest or con-
vietion for a violation of section 1844
and 1955 of Bellinger and Cotton's an-
noted codes and statutes of Oregon, or
either of sald sections, or who shall
issye, dellver, or cuuse (o be given or
Jelivered, to any Derson or persons,
any Jlcense, permit or other privilege,
giving or pretending to give any au-
thority or right to any pérson or per-
sons, to carry on, conduct, open, or
cause (o be opened any gAme or games
which are forbldden by suld sections
1944 and 1956 of Bellinger and Cot-
ton's annoted codes and statutes of
Oregon, or elther of sald sections, and
such officer or officers who shall vote
for the passage of any ordinance or
by-law giving, granting, or pretending
to give or grant to any person or per-
sons, any authority or privilege to
open, carry on, or conduct any game or
games prohibited by sald sections 1944
and 1055 of Bellinger and Cotton's an-
noted codes and statutes of Oregon, or
aslther of sald sections, shall he gullty
of a misdemeanor, and upon convice

fine or not more than $500, and shall
be imprisoned in the county jull for
not less than 30 days nor more than
six months,
